the miners in the Asturias. Franco took 
iart in its savage repression— H re- 
iression which made the sur.iving 
nmei-s his bitterest enemies.

year later, when Die real power be- 
hind the Right, Gil Roblcs, became 
Minister of War, Franco became his, 
Chief of the General Staff.

000 tax assessment districts in the United States. The Nation- 
al Association of Assessing Officers believes it can see meas- 
urable progress, 


Minnesota, it reports, has abolished more than 70 small 


townshin districts where the assessed valuation totaled less 
than 850.000, While Washington eliminated 78 assessment 
districts last year. New York, Maine, and Vermont also en- 
larged various districts by consolidation, thus reducing the 
total number. 


' Of the 23,000 assessing districts, more than 20,000 are 


too small tn provide fulltime employment for an assessor and 
an assistant, the association points out. And as a result they 
usually suffer from relatively poor assessment.

Self being the center of the mind, 


wounds it. And unless this boy or 
girl is purely objective, or totally un- 
conscious of himself, as few children 
are, it is easy to figure that almost 
every adverse experince cuts deeply. 


Yet we have the paradox of repeated 


wounds toughening fiber and working 


cure. I wonder, however, if this is 


quite as true as it seems. Acceptance 
does happen, and we learn adaptability, 
but I don't really believe that people 
ever change ut heart. 


Almost everything we do is done 


for reasons of defense in one form 
or another. Try to think of each child 
as living on the defensive. It will 
broaden your view and solve many 
puzzles.

Loans arc large 
enough U> supply the family with the 
essentials for carrying on far mopera- 
llons—a mule, plow, seed, a few chick- 
ens and other basic equipment and 
insets. They are repayable over a 
period of from one to five years and

A well rounded fanning program 


embracing producing food for the fam- 
ily and feed for the live slock, is car- 
ried out by the borrowers with the 
advice and aid of FSA supervisors. 
Careful planning of the farming op- 
erations to bring Die highest not re- 
turns is worked out by each indi- 
vidual with the cooperation of farm 
and home management supervisors. 


Needy Farmers Eligible 


Jo bo eligible for a rehabilitation 


loan a person must be a bona fide 
farmer, who as a tenant, share crop- 
per, day laborer or owner, has made 
the major portion of his income from 
/firming. He must be unable to se- 
cure adequate credit at reasonable 
terms from any other source It is not 
necessary that an applicant own work- 
stock or equipment to be eligible for 
a loan.

CHICAGO.—Philip K. Wrigiley im- 


proved the Chicago Cubs by firing 
Charley Grimm in that they now have 
one less manager. 


But Gabby HurlneU or anybody else 


isn't likely to take the Cubs too far 
until young Wrigley takes a leaf from 
his father's note book . . . places one 
practical baseball man in complete 
charge of his baseball property. 


The club established major league 


attendance records that still stand . . . 
made millions while Bill Veeck served 
in the capacity. It was Veeck who 
brought in Joe McCarthy from Louis- 
ville . . . put the outfit on the right 
foot . . . and kept it here. 


And William Wrigley didn't inter- 


fere until he insisted on Rogers Horns- 
by's appointment just before the close 
of the 
11)30 season. The 
headaches 


which Veeck and McCarthy cured then 
started to reoccur. 


Grimm may have been too much of 


a clown at heart to have been a good 
manager, but it's tough lo see an own- 
er hold him for the fact that he him- 
self purchased Dizzy Dean with a bad 
arm. 
If Ol' Diy. had reported 
with 


his flipper in shape, the Cubs now 
would be well out in front in the Na- 
tional League, and Grimm on the good 
side of the brass hats. 


Instead, Grimm found himself work- 


ing on a "24-hour contract" when prac- 
tically all of his dependables couldn't 
hit the ball with a plank.

Summer Vegetables 


The way to cook summer vegetables 


which are not so abundant in Hemp- 
stead county, is determined by the 
color. 
Yellow vegetables give 
the 


cook little trouble, the white ones 
.create few cooking problems, but the 
' greens and the reds demand special 
attention. 


Green vegetables should be cooked 


in an uncovered pan, according to Miss 
Gertrude E. Conant, extension 
nu- 


tritionist, University of Arkansas Col- 
lege of Agriculture. Chlorophyll, the 
color pigment in green vegetables, is 
easily affecled by cooking when there 
is acid present and leaving a lit oif 
the pan allows any vegetable acids 
that volatilize to go off into thin air. 


As to flavor, vegetables are divided 


into three camps—strong, medium and 
mild. Cabbage is considered one of 
the first group. It should not be cook- 
ed in a closed kettle for a long time, 
the nutritionist said. This makes it an 
unappetizing, brownish vegetable, with 
an undesirable odor and flavor. 


For mild vegetables such as de- 


licately favored English peas, a min- 
imum of water should be used. Cook 
until just tender. By that time the 
water should be condensed to be jusl 
enough o serve with Ihe vegetables. 
Adding salt brings out the natural

Because the dog works for love, The 


Seeing Eye takes special care in se- 
lecting the right owner for each dog. 
The personality of each prospective 
owner is studied and a dog of sim- 
ilar personality is assigned to him. A 
blind man spends a month in the school 
teaming how to handle his new friend. 
One of the essentials is to learn to "put 
the heart into the hand," for a pat or 
a kind word is the dog's only reward. 


Frank says that 90 per oent of the 


blind man's commands are wrong, and 
this is where the Seeing Eye dog comes 
in. He has been trained not only to 
obey commands of "right," "left" and 
''forward" but to disobey them at his 
own discretion. Should the blind man 
be facing an open manhole or an on- 
coming automobile when he says 'for- 
ward," the clog deliberately disobeys 
him, turns around or waits and thus 
avoids the pitfall. 


The price of each dog is $150, not 


because the Seeing Eye makes money 
3n the cle^l—as a matter of fact, it costs 
several times that much to train the 
animals—clue because the organization 
wants to teach each blinci person to 
develop a feeling of responsibility. 


There are 10,000 blind who need these 


clogs. But the work of supplying them 
mist go -lowly for it is difficult, al- 
most impossible, to develop the right 
kind of trainer.
